Labor Day Crowds Throng to Exposition 


Despite Restraining Effect of Chill Winds 
—Central Idea Exhibits Attract Many Ad- 
miring Spectators. 


Nebraskans at the state fair Monday had their first full 


realization that even the \vorst drouth in history can't keep 
the state from producing choice exhibits of crops and live- 
stock. 


Eager crowds gaped almost in 


amazement at huge potatoes, fat 
ears of corn, rosy cheeked apples, 
hogs that are "almost too big to 
grow that way," cattle whose qual- 
ity will stand up with the best, 
4-H beeves fed and groomed to a 
sleekness that would warrant in- 
viting them right into the house, 
and all the many other displays 
that make the state fair the mam- 
moth exposition it is. 


Winds Cut Attendance. 


Sharp north winds cut somewhat 


Into early Labor day attendance, 
but cars were streaming into all 
gates in ever increasing numbers 
as the sun took away the chill which 
made 'topcoats popular among fore- 
noon visitors. Judging of exhibits 
was scarcely under way in most 
classes, and visitors spent most of 
their time swinging from building 
to building to get "all seeing" views 
before settling down to more spe- 
cialized activities later in the week. 


Much attention was claimed by 


the county central ideas, which 
are gaining popularity every year. 
Health contests claimed their share 
of visitors, while the 4-H building 
was as always a bustle of activity. 


Central Idea Exhibits. 


Going down the line of central 


idea themes, beginning with the 
west door of agricultural hall, fair 
visitors" meet first the strutting 
parade of proud "disease free" Cus- 
ter county hogs. Placards call at- 
tention that 85 per cent of the 
pigs are vaccinated before being 
sold and that "sandy soil eliminates 
90 per cent of filth disease.^ Cus- 
ter county tells the world here that 
3,500 farmers there sell 80.000 of 
these pigs annually. 
Boone county presents a claim as, 


"Ideal for Cattle Feeding," and 
displays a sturdy stockyard, in 
which fat Herefords eat contentedly 
from well-filled hay mangers and 
corn boxes. 
Hamilton boasts the slogan, "High 


Quality Wheat Pays Dividends." 
Background of this idea is a large 
painting of golden wheat shocks. 
Next step is the farm granary, from 
which large brown kernels trickle 
down to the mill. Sacks of flour 
emerging from the mill are con- 
veyed to the bakery, from which 
they leave as fluffy loaves of bread 
and move on into the home for 
their final stop. "Hamilton's high 
quality average crop brings 8 to 16 
cents per bushel more than low 
quality wheat," asserts an accom- 
panying placard.

—From the lips of a 2-ieai-old boy, 
authorities sought a clue today 
which would put them on the trail 
of the attacker of the child's two 
young sisters whose bodies were 
found locked in an ice box. 
| An autopsy disclosed the girls, 
Maryann, 7, and Mary Paiva. 6, 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Paiva, hop pickers, had been crim- 
inally attacked. 
At first authorities believed their 


little brother, Alfred, had locked 


(lhem accidentally m the ice box 
i at the Paiva ranch home, 18 miles 
' from here, but the autopsy findings 
of Dr. C- H. McDonnell sent sheriff's 
deputies searching for the attacker. 


The crime possibly was committed 


by an itinerant, of whom there are 
many in the locality, officers said,_ 
and "they "believed "Me placed" his 
victims in the refrigerator to per- 
mit him time to escape. 


The tragedy was discovered Satur- 


day night when the Paivas, parents 
of eleven cliildren, returned to their 
home. 


Died of Suffocation. 


Dr. McDonnell said they had died 


of suffocation. 


From Civeino Paiva, 15-year-old 


brother of the victims, authorities 
learned he last saw his sisters alive 
when he was at home at 1 p. m., 
Saturday. 


A neighbor. Joe Alavedo, told 


deputies that at 5 o'clock m the 
afternoon he passed the house and 
heard little Alfred crying. 


"But I paid 110 attention as the 


Paivas often left the little children 
at home alone, and they often 
cried.'' Alavedo said. 


Sheriff's deputies also sought an 


elderly man for questioning after 
Paiva told them the man was not 
friendly with the family and occas- 
sionally took the little sisters to his 
home.

The long arm of -the textile strike 


reached into the south today and 
tested its strength while the rest ot 
the country observed Labor day. 


Tensely the public awaited the 


showdown as mill whistles blew in 
southern textile centers. 
Advices 


from the strike front showed thou- 
sands answering the stnke call of 
the United Textile Workers, and 
other thousands at their posts. 
But in many sections, pickets 
turned out by hundreds and gnmly 
tightened their lines. A motorcade 
of union workers forced 
900 em- 
ployes of Three Kings Mountain, 
N. C., cotton mils from their posts, 
and warned they would force the 
closing of all 11 mills in the region. 


In Boaz, Aa., the- stake siege 


opened with five arrests, after the 
cotton mill opened on schedule. The 
five men were sinking textile work- 
ers, police said. They were charged 
with trespassiag. 
Special guards armed witn repeat- 


ing rifles were on duty at the Boaz 
mill as the morning shift went to 
work. -—s—i-.— - 


The nation wondered how many 


of union labor's 660,000 textile work- 
ers will observe the strike call. Esti- 
mates were difficult. Some centers 
were hardly aftected. In others, ac- 
tivity was almost at a standstill. 


Gorman "Satisfied." 
Francis J. Gorman, chairman of 
the strike committee directing the 
general walkout m the textile in- 
dustry, said today in Washington he 
was "more than satisfied" with re- 
ports from the mill centers of the 
south.

BORAH UPHOLDS 
CAUSE OF LABOR 


Asserts There Is No Need 


For Alarm Over Com- 


munism in U. S. 


POCATELLO, Ida., Sept. 3—(IP)— 


Constitutional rights and liberties 
were upheld by Senator William E. 
Borah in a Labor day address today 
as the "weapons by which the aver- 
age man and woman are to win ulti- 
mate security." 


Speaking under auspices of the 
Pocatello central labor union, the 
Idaho senator declared that govern- 
ments of arbitrary power "such as 
fascism, nazi-ism, or communism" 
offer only "hunger and peonage" for 
the ordinary man or woman. 


He asserted there was no need "to 


be greatly disturbed about labor in 
this country going communistic," 
then added: 


"But it does seem that labor ought 
to make it increasingly clear that 
our labor problems are American 
problems and are lo be •worked out 
and soundly adjusted upon Amer- 
ican principles and in harmony with 
American institutions."' 


"Those who take advantage of 
these unsettled times and our coun- 
try's distress." he said, "to inveigh 
against our institutions and seek to 
build up opinion against the effi- 
ciency and worth of free government 
are not the friends but the malign 
enemies of labor."'

sufficient to supply the elemental 
needs of those who are idle or de- 
pendent upon public support. The 
American Federation of Labor will 
appeal to the federal government to 
accept this plan in order to ade- 
quately meet the relief needs of the 
coming winter." 
Mr. Green declared in advocating 
the 30-hour week, that the nation 
must choose between maintaining 
the army of unemployed on govern- 
ment relief, and a further revision 
of industrial codes to reduce hours 
and distribute work more equitably. 
"It is unthinkable," he declared, 
"that the nation would choose to 
feed, clothe and care for approxi- 
mately ten million idle workers and 
their dependents, who, conservative- 
ly estimated, would number forty 
million people. Such a condition 
would constitute a menace to the 
existing social order x x x." 


Criticises Some Employers. 


Scoring many employers for what 
he termed discrimination against 
workers in their efforts to organize 
for collective bargaining under Sec- 
tion 7-A of the national recovery 
act, Mr. Green said labor will seek 
additional legislation to prevent em- 
ployers from setting up "company 
unions." 
"We hold that if labor is to be 


free it must be free in the fud 
sense and meaning of that term," 
he said. 
He complained that while em- 


ployers were assisted by the gov- 
ernment to organize into traae 
associations with benefit to them- 
selves under NBA codes, they had 
prevented labor from organizing 
into unions of its own selection. 


"The 
basis of practically 
aU 
strikes that have occurred in the 
past year." he continued, "is found 
in the determined refusal of em- 
ployers to permit their workers to 
organize and to recognize the or- 
ganizations selected by their work- 
ers as collective bargaining agen- 
cies."

seeking to replace upon the registra- 
tion rolls the names of persons 
claiming to Be improperly scratcn- 
ed." 


Police Budget Plans 


Outlined At Meeting 


Department Members 


At a called meeting of all mem- 


bers of the Lincoln police depart- 
ment Sunday afternoon. Chief of 
Police William C. Condit and Cap- 
tain Paul Shively explained the 
workings of the proposed budget 
setup for the fiscal year starting 
September 1. announcing a slight 
increase in department appropria- 
tions. 


With an 80 per cent tax collec- 
tion, the total department allot- 
ment will be $120,600. they ex- 
plained. While this is $8.600 more 
than the $112.000 allotment for last 
year, it will not run greatly over 
that figure as money collected in 
the brake and light testing depart- 
ment added more than $8.000 to 
last year's budget. 


Last year the officers of the de- 


partment were forced to accept sal- 
ary reductions totalling nearly 87,- 
700. 


Should tax collections reach 90 
per cent, the department appropri- 
ation -will be even greater, or $134.- 
000. the officers -were told. In any 
event. Ihe expense of 
the 
brake

rw*O THE editor: In the issue of August 28 ^w 
JL published an editorial with the headline, "The 
Do Good," and in it you severely criticised Ed Howe 
of Atchison. who is known nationally and interna 
tionally. By inference, you suggest that Mr. Howe 
has reached the age of senility, simply because he 
believes in practical things. The writer recalls Lin 
coin in what might well be called its fig leafy days. 
Not a single block had been paved, the sidewalks 
were constructed of boards, the hotels were very much 
third class, while not a decent store building, church 
or school ' house had been erected. Idealists were 
gathered, as now, at street corners talking things 
over. They may have noticed a miserable mudhole 
at the corner of Eleventh and P streets, but they did 
nothing to drain or improve the eyesore. Practical 
men changed all that and in the end made Lincoln a 
city of fine business establishments, first class hotels, 
beautiful homes, and fireproof school houses. Ideal- 
ists never built anything but castles in Spain; they 
were not adapted to everyday life. Idealism may be 
all right for parlor patriots, soap box orators, col- 
umnists, and socialists. 
, of your city, might 


be styled an excellent type of the idealist but God 
help a city or a state that preferred his form of 
government to the practical manner of doing things 
expressed in everyday acts by deep thinking, hard 
working men. Give us the type of men who ate a 
substantial breakfast at Don Cameron's cafe, or had 
an evening steak at Bud Lindssy's Savoy to the class 
of idealists who prefer dining on nightingale tongues 
and sea foam. You may have your idealist, but give 
the rest of the world practical men—the sort who 
manage somehow to pay the taxes necessary to feed 
and clothe a suffering world—who pay the salaries 
earned by employes of the Lincoln Star. We must 
' have the practical man."

He 
was an idealist, and at the same time, a practical 
man. For where there is the proper balance, the true 
perspective, there is no conflict between idealism and 
accomplishment. One can't succeed without the 
other. Instead of being enemies, they are allies. 


All of these fine pioneer builders of Lincoln were 


idealists as well as practical men. They put a fine 
idealism Into the devotion which they held for their 
state and their community. They were willing to 
fight for them, to sacrifice for them, to suffer lor 
them. They would endure any punishment in order 
to see them grow. Theirs was the fine faith, which 
built upon the solid foundations of honesty and in- 
tegrity In business transaction. They, as well as the 
generations which preceded them, were assailed with 
the temptations to take the short cuts to wealth and 
happiness, which were taken so frequently in com- 
paratively recent years and which led this country 
into trouble. 


It was the idealism, translated into practical ac- 


tion, which made it possible for the late George W. 
Holdrege to build'hundreds of miles of track for the 
Burlington railroad in this state. Many times his 
superior officers and directors must have thought 
him obsessed, loony, and crazy, for his persistence 
and determination in insisting upon extensions to 
regions that had no visible evidence of proving profi- 
table. It was a idealism which enabled Robert Ful- 
ton to endure taunts and sneers. It was an idealism 
•which enabled Thomas Edison-to make his contribu- 
tions to an electical age. Every inventor, every sci- 
entist, every Industrial leader, every financier, every 
business man, who ever gave anything of any value 
to the world and to the people who populate it. car- 
ried with him a certain measure of idealism to sweet- 
en and strengthen his labors. 


But it is a popular thing to sneer at ideals and 


idealists. Its good fun to hold "em up to ridicule as 
incapable of managing business or of accomplishing 
anything which has a material bearing upon life.

He is blind to the fact that the 
lack of plain, ordinary idealism, embracing common 
honesty and common decency, caused more suffer- 
ing than this nation has ever before endured. 


What we need is not practical men of that type, 


but practical idealists and practical Idealism.

PARTY LINES DISAPPEARING. 


A 


T LEAST one national leader is keeping his ear 
to the ground. When United States Senator 


William Borah said party lines were disappearing, 
and the American people were interested only in the 
mea&ures which promised to extricate them from the 
mess they are in he voiced the thought of the men 
and the women on the farm and in the city. 


It makes little difference today whether a, man 


wears a republican or a democratic label. Primarily 
the voter is interested in who he is and what he 
stands for. 


Perhaps it will develop that one of the major de- 


velopments of the depression ultimately will be the 
realignment of political parties one of which has 
been in existence since the founding days and the 
other since the events preceding the civil war. What 
those changes are to be cannot be foretold at this 
time. The most logical assumption is that the lib- 
erals will be drawn into one group and the conserva- 
tives into another. But even in that respect there is 
no sharp line to be drawn. One may be a liberal in 
some respects and a dyed-in-the-wool conservative in 
others. One may entertain conservative ideas in most 
matters and still nurse liberal thoughts. Between 
the extremists in each bloc is still a third one, pre- 
ferring th= middle ground. 


But crowd psychology presents an interesting study 


at this time. In the days of prosperity and plenty, 
the nation suffered greatly from apathy and indif- 
ference toward political developments. The voter had 
ether business, or better other diversion, to the ex- 
clusion of any thought or study of the road along 
which the country was traveling. Now all of that is 
changed. The recent elections have disclosed a more 
feverish interest in poltical questions than in many 
years, with a resulting heavy vote. And back of it 
all is found, as Senator Borah states, a disdain for 
party lines but a very deep interest in programs and 
the men who present them. 


LABOR DAY. 
THERE is a peculiar fitness in recognizing labor 


in America. It is the foundation of the coun- 


try. In a democracy, the theory of government in 
establishing human freedom not only voices a poli- 
tical objective, but a material one as well. In order 
to realize the full aims of freedom, high standards 
of living must prevail. For economic slavery is as in- 
compatible with 
American traditions as political 


slavery. 


There has been much to encourage the American 


laborer in the last two years. He has had a friend 
in the White House, who has pleaded his cause to 
the end there shall be a fairer and more just dis- 
tribution of wealth. 


And labor itself has its responsibility. It must not 


adopt an unjust or an unfair attitude. It must not 
pursue indefensible tactics. It must realize, as all 
must realize, that national welfare comes first. 


THE LEAGUE REVIVES. 


A SLIGHTLY recognized aspect of the -League of 


Nations is emphasized by the seeming desires 


of Japan and Germany to re-enter the league now 
that Russia is being groomed for membership. 


Bellicose nations may deal temporary blows to the 


prest;~e and effectiveness of the international forum 
by dramatic withdrawals, but when their rivals start 
joining up they feel strong desires to rejoin. In the 
current situation, Germany and Japan undoubtedly 
sense an unofficial alliance of all possible opponents 
in the league, and feel that their positions can be 
maintained more effectively by also being in the 
league. 


Japan never will be reconciled to the Lytton re- 


port, for instance. But Japan understands that the 
Lytton report might be duplicated In stronger lan- 
guage in some future crisis if she is not on the scene 
to defend herself. 


In Germany's case, the Saar is the question of the 


moment For the present, this rich province is un- 
der league mandate. Germany expects to regain the 
land and its resources under the 
league-sponsored 


plebiscite. Friendly relations with the league would 
seem to be good politics. 


Despite controversy and conspicuous failures in In- 


dividual instances, the league is destined to carry on. 
No one nation can afford to drop out, and leave its 
theories undefended at Geneva. The only way the 
league could be killed would be for all of the major 
nations to drop out at once. This is impossible be- 
cause England and France, as well as others, have too 
many advantages in league membership to consider 
withdrawal. 


GIVE BANKS A CHANCE TO HELP. 


ADOPTION of a new policy by the Nebraska 


banking department which reclassifies 
bank 


oans and eases up credit restrictions and require- 
ments heretofore in effect was made advisable by the 
difficult circumstances in which many 
agricultural 


borrowers have been placed by the drouth. The de- 
jartment in future will give more recognition to 
'character loans" and banks that renew notes of cus- 
tomers who are regarded as good pay but are tempo- 
rarily unable to meet their obligations will not be 
called upon the carpet for doing so. 


This is unquestionably the right course to take un- 


der existing conditions. It is all right to bear down 
n normal times and insist that banks keep their 
:ollecUons up and their funds liquid. But. unfor- 
.unately. this was not done during the years when 
t could have been done without injury to the banks, 
their patrons, and general business. Easy-going su- 
pervisory officials in those days allowed banks to 
do just about as they pleased, and thus failed to 
check the unsafe practices and abuses which later 
developed. 


When the storm of financial disaster broke upon 


the country, carrying down a multitude of the weak- 
ers banks, federal and state authorities began lay- 
ing down more stringent regulations and instructed 
their examiners to pursue a "hard-boiled" policy in 
compelling the ones that remained in business to put 
their houses 3n order. It was a good deal like lock- 
ing the bam door after the horse had been stolen. 
It was a case of doing the right thing at the wrong 
time. When they should have been tough to pre- 
vent speculation, they were lenient: when they should 
have been lenient they were tough. 


While agencies were doing their part in endeavor- 


ing to bring about a restoration of normal activities, 
the comptroller of the currency,, who has direct 
charge of national bank examinations, was still en- 
gaged in "cracking down" on banks that showed a 
disposition to deal more liberally with their patrons. 
Thus the efforts of some branches of the government 
to rebuild the commercial structure of the nation 
were largely thwarted by another branch working In 
the opposite direction. State banking authorities/loo, 
had to go along with the latter in order to keep in 
good standing and enable their institutions to receive 
the benefits of the federal reserve system and federal 
deposit insurance. 


The drouth, it seems, has at last brought the sit- 


uation to a head and induced a modification of the 
restrictive policy. Farm borrowers 
who have lost 


their crops will not be forced to sell their slock and 
txrnpmeKi and thus rendered ir/capsbj; of re-e?tab- 
luhmg themselves, but will be given more time to 
repay their loans. The great majority of them will 
eventually work cm of Iheir difficulties and meet 
their obligations. Character as revealed in meeting

until some busy- 
body 
takes it 


upon himself or =3 
herself to to in- j= 
form your son. 
To be thus fore- 
stalled may in- 
jure the relation 
of love and con- 
fidence which 
ought to pre- 
vail between you 
and the boy. 
Residents in a 
gossipy neigh- 
borhood are not 
always purveyors 
of its peace and 
good will. So if the adoption is 
known to others beside yourselves, 
get in ahead of them. If it is not 
known, however, wait until high- 
school age approaches, then take 
the adopted son into your confi- 
dence.

its responsible posts. They must be 
persons of principle first and ex- 
pediency a long second, of enthusi- 
asm backed by patience, and so far 
as possible of outstanding ability. 
Plato tells us in his "Republic1' writ- 
ten 2,500 years ago, that the ideal of 
rule is realized when rulers feel 
themselves called to duty and the 
people recognize in them the evi- 
dence of unselfish public service. 
So was it with Alfred the Great 
a thousand years ago and so is it 
today. Politics \vas a noble term in 
Plato's time. 
Let us inspire our 


American youth to restore it to its 
ancient dignity and meaning. 


The kind of poltician the Greek 


sage had in mind is sorely needed 
now in local, state and national gov- 
ernment. If the oncoming genera- 
tion your lad of nineteen represents 
cannot purify "the turbid stream" 
you mention we are in a sorry situa- 
tion. Besides, on reflection are you 
quite sure politics are more detri- 
mental to morals than some types of 
modern art? Do politicians exhibit 
more blind credulity in materiaiis^c 
theories than some scientists? 
Is 
the honesty of the average business 
man of any higher caliber or more 
conspicuous than that of the aver- 
age politician? 


It has been my experience that 
the calling you disparage displays as 
much integrity and as little fraud 
as does the citizenship behind our 
political institutions. Have we not 
used our representatives in govern- 
ment as an umbrella to keep the 
shower off ourselves? The greatest 
present need of our republic is a 
wholesale immersion in unselfish- 
ness, probity and fair dealing.

What do you think of the deliber- 


ate use and cultivation of parodox 
by firstclass authors? 


ANSWER. 


The aim ot every honest author 


should be to express the truths of 
life as he has learned them ircm 
observation and experience. If to do 
that he uses paradox naturally and 
within specified 
limits, well and 


good; but if he overloads his literary 
output with paradox in order to pro- 
duce exaggerated contrasts he falls 
short of the mark. Those writers 
who fill their books with truths 
standing on their heads to attract 
attention are foolish. The diction- 
ary defines a paradox as "an as- 
sertion seemingly abusrd, yet true in 
fact" Wordsworth thus speaks of 
the boy as father of the man. By 
so doing he emphasized a novel and 
impressive aspect of human develop- 
ment. 


Doubtless there have been and are 
writers who have found a ready sale 
for their wares by challenging cur- 
rent phrases and asserting the truth 
of opposites. Instead of marriages 
being'made in heaven they gravely 
insist that divorces are made there. 
If a wife kisses her husband on the 
street the coiners of paradox call 
tier action "washing one's clean 
linen, in public." 
An optimist is 


now "the unhappy 
man" and a 


pessimist "the last word in jollity." 
So on and so forth. 


The reader's attention mav tem- 
porarily be intrigued by the ap- 
parent anarchy of these notions, 
and he soon begins to ask whether 
they are justified. After its con- 
stant practice the trick wearies him 
I wonder if even so strong and virile 
a genius as that of Gilbert K. 
Chesterton has not been weakened 
by his love of paradox. It is a fine 
servant, but a bad master. I think 
:t can be safely said the foremost 
literary masters of the world have 
rarely used paradox

was the principal speaker. 
Most of the fair's many exhibits 


were in place by Sunday night and 
the tents along the midway were 
raised during the afternoon. 
Flaying war profiteers and muni- 


tion manufacturers, Former 
Con- 
gressman Simmons declared that 
"when the universal conscription act 
is adopted and we take the 'profit 
out of war,' we will have taken a 
big step towards peace." 


Take Profit Out. 


"During the years since the war, 
the veterans have sought a prac- 
tical method of taking the profit 
motive out of war and thus prevent- 
ing, so far as possible, those incen- 
tives of greed that sometimes prompt 
men and nations 
to battle each 
other," Mr. Simmons said. "The vet- 
erans propose that the constitution 
be so amended that the government 
will have both the right and • the 
power to draft men and property in 
the event of war. 
As I_see it, a 
man's right to his' life is superior to 
a man's right to his property, and 
in any plan of universal draft of 
property, resources and persons that 
principle should be dominant." 
Simmons continued by saying that 


"if. the munition maker, the factory 
operator, and the producer of war 
materials and supplies knows in ad- 
vance that his factory, plant and 
property are subject to being taken 
by the government, without question 
and negotiation, as to prices or 
terms and without guaranty of set- 
tlement, as men were taken without 
negotiation, as to price or terms 
during the last war and 
without 
guaranty of payment for services, it 
will have a very wholesome effect 
on the greed of those who are will- 
ing to make war in order to make 
profit" 
The speaker continued by discuss- 
ing the status of veterans' right to 
pensions and said that "the veteran 
offered his life to his country in its 
hour of peril and I believe that the 
veteran, in his hour of need, has a 
right to look first to the govern- 
ment that he served for help."

sensational rescue.

F. Johansen, a Dane, and seven 
Japanese were snatched from the 
bandits on a wooded sand ba*r in the 
•Sungari river, by troops aboard the 
Japanese gunboat Konei. 
The soldiers chased the outlaws 
and in a spirited exchange of fire 
killed 25 of them. 
Fifteen more 
were -wounded, and the Japanese 
commander believed his men ac- 
counted for all- of them. 
Lury and Johansen, both 
em- 
ployes of the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
company, and the . seven Japanese 
were seized near Wuchia Thursday 
night after the bandits had wrecked 
a Chinese Eastern railway train.

Japanese and Manchukuan avi- | 
ators spotted the party of bandits 
and their captives going up the 
Sungari river and

"We owe our lives to the heroism 
of Kumetaro Murakami, a Japanese 
who was one of the captives, Lury 
said. 


"We were concealed in the woods 
as the boat came by. Taking his life 
his hands, Murakami shouted as 


loudly as he could, 'Here we are'." 
Murakami was shot by the bandits 
and seriously injured. The outlaws

Of the $226,541 total 
beer 
tax 
collected by the state during the 
first year since that beveiage be- 
came legal in Nebraska, about $16,- 
400 was spent in administering the 
law and for expense of collection, 
leaving $210,160 net which has been 
turned into the state treasury for

The stare board of equalization 


estimated that this tax will bring 
$222,000 into the general fund dur- 
ing the current fiscal year which 
began July 1, last.
